The acreages of peas and corn, of course, are fixed, as 
4 these must be contracted if the canners expect any crop, but 
Baltimore _ Mary land on tomatoes it is surprising to learn that the contracted acre- 
; age is in excess of last year, because it is known that in the 
Tri-State region tomato acreage is largely uncontracted this 


year, and yet the tomato acreage is known to be larger here 
than ever before, and the crop doing well. 
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A Western Maryland corn canner told the writer this 
week that some of the corn canners in this section fear they 
will be swamped with the crop, if it proves to be a good one, 
as acreage at the high price of $25.00 per ton has become 
too plentiful. This merely goes to prove the early contention 
that there was no need to have advanced the price from 
$20.00 per ton to $25.00, as the growers were signing up 
willingly at the $20.00 price. As a matter of course, the 
drop in the price of field corn from $10.00 per barrel, which 
all growers talked when approached by canners for corn con- 
tacts, to $6.00 per barrel today has caused them to flock to 
the canners; but this likelihod was also pointed out. There 
was never any ground in reason for expecting $10.00 per 
barrel for field corn in 1918, particularly when all growers 
were threatening to put all their land in corn. It is just a 
repetition of an age-old practice: high prices—rush to plant 
crop—low prices next season. Minimum prices were not 
established on corn, as was done on wheat, and there is good 
prospect of even lower prices for field corn than now ruling. 

Peas have been disappointing in their yields to date in 
the East. The vines seem to look well, but are not producing 
the yield that was to be expected. Indiana has been com- 


plaining of too much heat and lack of moisture, and that as 
a result the yield is low. 


Strawberries in every section seem to have been a decided 
failure. They have ruled higher, by three times the normal 
price, than ever before. Many packers tried to get up a fair 
pack of this fruit, but were compelled to stop packing when 
prices reached 14c and 15c per box. The daily newspapers 
attributed the high prices to the heavy demands of the can- 
ners, but it is hardly necessary to say this is far wide of the 
mark. These high prices have also prevented the home can- 
ning of any amount of strawberries. It is said the “soup 
packers’’—those who put down strawberries in barrels with 
sugar for the soda fountain trade—have done a big business. 
Those who can pack strawberries will find them a good article 
this year. 

It begins to be apparent that the “slack filler’ will be 
handled without gloves this season, and every canner will do 
well to carefully guard against this during the coming season. 
Just this week the Food Administration issued the following, 
and it should be taken as a hint: 

‘Washington, D. C., June 12, 1918. 

“Short weight in selling foodstuffs will be harshly dealt 
with in the District of Columbia by Clarence R. Wilson, Fed- 
eral Food Administrator for the District. Conviction, a plea 
of guilty or forfeiture of collateral in a criminal court will be 
considered evidence of a violation of the Food Control Act. 
Merchants who have thus shown that they have given short 
measure will he summarily dealt with as profiteers. 

“Mr. Wilson today issued the following statement: 

***The Food Control Law declares that it is unlawful ‘‘to 
engage in any discrimination and unfair, or any deceptive or 
wasteful practice or device in handling or dealing 
in or with any necessaries.” 

“Intentional short-weighing is an unfair and deceptive 
practice and will be deemed sufficient cause for revocation or 
suspension of license or stoppage of supplies. 

“Conviction or plea of guilty or forfeiture of collateral 
in the Police Court will be evidence of a violation of the Food 
Control Law. 

““*The co-operation of the Superintendent of Weights 
and Meaures has been heartily promised.’ ”

Buyers and Sellers Indifferent—Very Little Inquiry for Gooas. 
Buyers Cautious in Face of Good Crop Reports—No 
Changes in Prices—Conditions of Each 
Article in Detail.

New York, June 14. 

The Market.—Again the same story regarding the New 
York market is told. Canners, jobbers and retailers are alike 
indifferent, or they appear to be, and trade drags accordingly. 
No one will buy, and because no one is asking for prices and 
terms canners are not offering the information, since it may 
seem like attempting to force the market, and they don’t want 
to do that. A few canners are said to be ready to make prices, 
but the number is so small that the situation is unchanged. 
They may do a little business, but it is not much, and prices 
are held firmly at quotations on everything. The cost of re- 
producing the stocks now on hand is so great that no one 
feels like making offerings which will incite business. For the 
present the conditions are substantially the same as they have 
been for weeks. Until canners are certain of their ground 
they will not operate as freely as most of the buyers would like 
to see them. Some inquiry is heard from day to day, but it is 
apparently only made as a means to get information which 
will give an idea of the market rather than a basis for opera- 
tions. Buyers are cautious. They are not yet quite certain 
what will come of the present cross currents, and seem to 
look for something entirely different from what they have haa 
heretofore. In corn little interest is shown. String beans are 
not active and prices are high, while other vegetables are mov- 
ing too slowly to hardly make a market. Acreage is no longer 
a question of moment, excepting where the growing crops may 
have been damaged in one way or another, or where labor is 
scarce and hard to get. The situation does not improve in 
these particulars, nor can it for a time. The draft of labor 
recently has been heavy everywhere, and the canning industry 
is suffering more or less because of it. Most holders would 


be glad to see some business moving, but thus far nothing has 
developed. 


Tomatoes.—Spot tomatoes are held at $2.10 for No. 3s 
f. o. b. factory, and the same price holds good for futures. 
Rumors have floated about the market during the week to the 
effect that some of the sellers are shading prices, though this 
is denied. They all say they have held their goods up to quo- 
tations regardless of the prospect of a large crop or any other 
influence. It is not easy to secure accurate information either 
upon the holdings now available or an estimate on the coming 
crop. Until something affords this information it will be quite 
impossible to determine accurately what is to be done. In 
the main, however, most interests seem to feel that the market 
will drop rather than advance on both the small quantities of 
goods held here and on futures, too. Some are looking for 
the largest output ever known, and their predictions will un- 
doubtedly be true if the crop develops as it should. The acre- 
age is sufficient to make the largest output ever known. It 
is up to the weather now to insure a good output. So far as 
spot trade has gone this week it has been featureless, the same 
as it has been previous weeks. No one knows the influences 
which will make a difference in the situation in the future. 
Instead, it is all a mystery which not even the most astute 


individual can solve at present. But with sufficient help the 
prospect for a huge output is said to be promising. 
Corn.—The market remains dead and uninteresting. If 
packers would only offer a little corn either on the spot or 
for future delivery they would find a ready market.. They 
are unable to do it because they cannot determinte defmitely 
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what is to be the outcome of the present tendencies in the 
market. Until the situation can be cleared it will be quite 
impossible to buy from packers. Spot goods are virtually 
exhausted. The quantity available is the smallest ever known, 
even at this season, and it is quite impossible to go back of 
the present information and determine for one’s self what is 
to be done. Futures are not offered, since holders are not 
anxious to sell, and offerings are cleaned up within a day after 
they are announced. This makes all interests decidedly cau- 


tious in their operations and the market remains as before, 
entirely dead. 


Peas.—Nothing new has developed in the situation. The 
quantity available is small, perhaps it is entirely exhausted. 
The new crop seems to be doing well in some sections. The 
vines look strong and of the bearing variety. But it is hard 
to say whether or not peus will develop as their early growth 
promises. Until the vines are well covered with pods it is 
hard to determine definitely about the crop. Even then same 
damage may come before they are ready to go into the cans. 
The outlook is good at present, and the last week or so has 
been good growing weather. The conditions are all favorable 
to a rapid growth of the vines. The danger is that they may 


be all vines and no pods. All growth is said to be gooa in 
some localities. 


String Beans.—The market lies quiet under present tenden- 
cies and sales are too small to make much stir. Supplies 
seem to be ample, but the advance in prices has influenced 
buyers to operate but little and the movement is small in all 
directions. Acreage seems to be about an average and the 
condition of the growing plants is better than the average at 
this season. 

Asparagus.—Not much stock left and buyers have to look 
about to secure any important supplies. The market remains 
quiet but firm under present tendencies. The quantity of this 
article purchased by the average family is small and trade Is 
not active at this season, when plenty of fresh asparagus is 


available. ‘Canned foods are not attracting the attention they 
did before the war. 


Spinach.—Libby, McNeill & Libby have closed their can- 
ning operations for the season, with a total of 197 cars, at 
the Selma (Cal.) cannery. The total consumption was about 
1,770 tons of greens. A car carries eight and a half tons. 
The situation is unchanged, and such sales as are made are 
in small lots chiefly. Holders are not particularly anxious 
to reduce their stocks and buyers are equally indifferent. 


Fruits.—With thousands of fruit trees utterly ruined by 
the cold weather through the winter, growers are in a quan- 
dary to know whether or not they will have any small fruits. 
Whole peach orchards, whole apple orchards, some of 20 or 
more years’ standing, and vfgrious other small fruits were 
entirely destroyed by the cold. The leaves started not at all 
this spring. Spot stocks remain about as they have been 
and such sales as are made are at full outside figures, but 
the total quantity is too small for interest. Few of any 
variety are left and sales are made in a small way only. The 
conditions are such that few are able to say definitely in the 
East and North what their output is likely to be, but it seems 
as though it must be smaller than last year. Everything of 


desirable quality is taken by the Government and nothing is 
heard about futures. 


Salmon.—Advices from the canning localities seem to be 
more favorable and various interests are looking forward to 
a modification of some of the reports, which seem to deny 
the presence of any fish on the grounds; but the outlook 
seems to have improved of late and salmon interests regard 
this change with a good deal of favor. They hope to see 
something come out of it which will be favorable to the trade 
as awhole. Alaska red is quoted at $2.70 and pinks are held 
at $2.00. Not much movement is reported, but all holders 
are firm in their views, confident that they can dispose of their 
stocks at favorable prices in the future. 


Sardines.— All the reports from the Maine coast are dis- 
couraging. Movement is restricted by lack of stock and can- 
ners cannot operate because they cannot get the raw fish. 
Prices are exorbitant, they think, for the fish that does run, 
while canner netters are certain that the quantity taken is 
by no means commensurate with the same business in pre- 
vious years. 


Tuna.—At this writing the Government and the tuna pack- 
ers are still at odds and it is quite impossible to quote any- 
where near accurately. Some are of the impression, how- 
ever, that the market will go no higher and that the Govern- 
ment will certainly prevail in this controversy.

Tomatoes.—The lot of spot No. 3 tomatoes offered in our 
last circular for shipment from Atlanta, Ga., has been soia, 
and the only lot of spot tomatoes we have at present is about 


70 cases 2s, standard quality, in aluminum lacquered cans, 
at $1.45, f.o.b. county. The market on future tomatoes is 
rather quiet. Quite a little business could be done at a shade 


under the prevailing market price, but owing to the many 
uncertainties surrounding the packing business these days 
the packers are not justified in making any concessions at 
this stage of the game. We can buy first-class brands of 
future tomatoes at 90s for 1s, $1.15a1.20 for 9s, $1.50a1.55 


for 2s, $2.10 for 3s and $6.50a6.75 for 10s, f.o.b. Maryland 
or Delaware factories. 


Corn.—About the only lots of spot corn we have left are 
about 15 cases whole grain evergreen corn, in aluminum 
lacquered cans, at $1.50 f.o.b. county, and about 50 cases 


extra standard Maine style corn, at $1.85 f.o.b. Pennsylvania 
factory, if unsold. We can still book orders for a limited 
quantity of future corn at $1.90 for standard whole grain 
shoepeg, $2.00 for fancy whole grain shoepeg and $1.70a1.75 
for standard Maine style corn. 

Sweet Potatoes._We have no No. 3 sweet potatoes left, 
but can buy about 75 cases of No. 2 sweet potatoes at $1.40 
and about 200 cases of 9s at $1.00 per-.dozen, both f.o.b. 
Baltimore rate. We can also buy first-class brands of future 
No. 9 sweet potatoes at $100 and 3s at $2.00a2.10 per dozen, 
f.o.b. Peninsula C W. BAKER & SONS. 


NO OVERFEEDING OF INTERNED ALIENS. 


The tieatment of interned Germans in the United States 
is now being used by German propagandists in an effort to 
create unrest and dissatisfaction among the American people. 
Through their insidious system of “grapevine’’ publicity they 
are endeavoring to create the impression that the interned 
Germans are being fed on the fat of the land—that while the 
American people are being asked to save wheat, the German 
prisoners are being prodigally. fed on bread, pastries and 
cakes made entirely of wheat. Their campaign has been di- 


rected largely to the rural districts, and in some sections has 
aroused more or less dissatisfaction. 


The Food Administration has officially denied the truth 
of such rumors. The Germans interned in American deten- 
tion camps are being well fed but there is absolutely no 
ground for a rumor that food is being wasted or that con- 
servation is not being practiced. All civilian German prison- 
ers are subject to, and are being made to observe, all ruies 
and regulations of the Food Administration. Their per capita 
consumption of wheat is held to within 1144 pounds per week. 
No commodity is wasted, although consumption has not been, 
and will not be reduced to a point that would threaten the 
health of the men and the women held at the detention camps. 

The military prisoners—prisoners of war—receive the 
regular garrison ration of the United States Army. This is 
according to The Hauge Convention. The same requiremenr 
applies to all other nations. American and Allied prisoners 


in Germany must receive the garrison ration of the German 
Army.

No Tomatoes Offering—Virginia Advances Prices—Corn Prices 
Not Named and All Waiting—Good Demand for Peas. 
Army Has Taken Most of California’s 
Spinach Pack. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Chicago, June 14, 1918. 

General.—The market activity has improved somewhat 
and buyers are taking more interest in offerings. The of- 
ferings, however, have not increased to any appreciable ex- 
tent, and the situation, therefore, as to completed business 
has not improved, the difficulty of bringing buyers and sellers 
together continuing as difficult as ever. 

The weather has been quite cool during the week, but 
bright and sunny. Only one really hot day was experienced 
and rain was absent. The week could hardly be called favor- 
able to canning crops. 

Canned Tomatoes.—No new offerings developed during 
the week. The Southern packers have advanced their views, 
and are now asking $2.05 for No. 3 and $1.40 for No. 2 size 
f.o.b. cannery, an advance of five cents per dozen on 1918 
pack . 

Maryland and the Tri-State canners are unchanged as to 
price, and are quoting at $2.10 for standard 3s and $1.50 for 
standard 2s. The packers of California are offering canned 
tomatoes, but only in a very limited way, at $1.50a1.65 for 
standard No. 2%, and will not permit brokers to change prices. 

Canned Corn.—Prices have not been named yet by can- 
ners, and everyone seems to be waiting patiently to see what 
they can hope to get, and have a price put on it, more law- 
complying and food regulation permissible, than $1.75 for 
standard goods, which is now about the only quotation. 

Canned Peas.—Good demand, poor offerings, nothing 
doing. Indiana packers sold out. Wisconsin canners too, ap- 
parently, as they are saying nothing. 

Canned Hominy.—This is the season when large sales are 
made for forward delivery, but the custom this year seems to 
be honored not in observance. Jobbers all state that hominy 
is a slow mover. ; 

Canned Kraut.—It is reliably reported that there is rea- 
son to expect a heavy production of cabbage and output of 
canned kraut, and that there is quite an important carry-cver 
in the hands of canners and distributors. 

The article is not licensed, and prices have declined to 
$1.15 cannery Michigan or Wisconsin for future delivery fancy 
kraut, and yet there is no selling or buying. 

Compared with tomatoes, corn, peas or other staple can- 
ned foods, this article at the price named is very cheap, and 
of intrinsic and economical food value. The speculative oppor- 


tunity in this article is unrestricted by food regulations, and 
should appeal to buyers. 

Canned Apples._The clean-up of 1917 pack, which I 
chronicled about two weeks ago, has cleared the fog away, and 
the spot market is now strong at about $3.50 and $3.75 for 
good No. 10 apples f. o. b. Michigan. 

Sales of future New York fancy apples were made here 
this week at $4.00, and the situation is strong and healthy. 

Canned Spinach.—Buyers have been advised by canners 
on the Pacific Coast (California) that the Federal Govern- 
ment has taken about 50 per cent. of their spring pack of can- 
ned spinach for army use, and that their deliveries will be 
heavily reduced. No offerings are heard of from that region, 
and the effort on the Baltimore market is perceptible, a strong 
advance being reported from there during the week. Some 
purchasing was noted by buyers who had bought heavily in 
California, and who anticipated short delivery. 

Canned Berries.—The Michigan strawberry pack has aul 
been sold up and it is not possible to place any more orders 
there for 1918 pack. Several Michigan canners are still tak- 


ing on orders for blackberries, dewberries, raspberries and. 


gooseberries, but in a reluctant and careful way, showing hes- 
itation and a well sold up situation. Prices are very high as 
compared with years past. . 

California Canned Fruits.—About the only offerings are 
from the Southern canners in yellow free peaches and apri- 
cots. The yellow cling peaches are about sold up for 1918 
pack, and there are few canneries that will take on orders at 
any price for the latter. 


Hawaiian Pineapples.—This article has been sold up for 
the 1918 pack for sometime, and as it is an unlicensed article 
it is now being resold by brokers at strong profit advances tor 


_the holders of contracts. I know of several resale transactions 


for the third transfer, though no shipments will be made for 
some time. 

Independent Thinking.—We are apt in commercial life to 
keep so busy that we let the other people do our thinking tor 
us, and to supinely follow the trend of opinion created by shal- 
low or incompetent minds or uninformed investigators and 
publicists. 

Every cheap politician who wanted to create an issue 
upon which to run for office in the past two decades jumped 
up and down, tore his hair and disheveled his shirt, ranting 
and raving about the trusts, and as business men and thinkers 
were too busy to do more than be amused at his antics, he fre- 
uently put his ravings over the home plate and got into office. 

The political commercial travelers who wanted to elect 
their ticket yelled murder, alleging that the monopolies and 
combinations in trade were destroying their opportunities of 
earning a livelihood and taking the cake and pie out of their 
mouths. 

Many of the larger combinations of capital have unques- 
tionably worked along the line of scientific economy in concen- 
trating and condensing systemizing and standardizing manu- 
facture and distribution, in spite of all the denunciation and 
protest, and the people have sustained and approved their ef- 
forts, as is evidenced by the fact that they have bought their 
products. Small factories employing extravagant and expen- 
sive methods have been bought out and remodeled and their 
owners placed in positions of profit and progress instead of 
penury and retrogression. 

Commercial travelers have been made efficient and result- 
ful and paid more money and wages than before, and many 
thousands more of them employed. 

The workers in the factories have been paid better wages 
and employed under more comfortable surroundings and satis- 
factory conditions and environments than before, and it has 
been made possible for people to pay higher prices for better 
qualities, to live and be better and happier than before. 

There is one almost infallible test of the desirability of 
methods of manufacture and distribution in commerce, and 
that is in the aggregate or general public appreciation shown 
by patronage. 

If a chain retail store, a ten-cent store chain, a co-opera- 
itve wholesale store, a large combination of small factories, 
a mail order house, a buying combination of retailers, an or- 
ganization of retail stores mothered by a wholesale house. a 
manufacturing corporation which combines distribution with 
manufacturing or any other innovation on recognized trade 
customs, is giving good service, the general public soon learns 
that it is, and “boosts its game.” 

The public can be fooled for awhile, but not for long, and 
if the service rendered by those asking for patronage is not 
good or economical or fair or real, the venture will not suc- 
ceed, but will go down and out and to the junk pile. 

If an enterprise is succeeding, if the public is endorsing 
it by patronizing it, there is no good in cussing or denouncing 
it and trying to excite public prejudice against it. That is 
foolish, and merely attracts public attention and gives the en- 
terprise free advertising. Its success is based upon good ser- 
vice. If the people are approving it will win their patronage. 

For illustration, ‘‘the gates of hell” will not prevail 
against a woman’s determination to buy where she gets the 
best value and the best service, and she is the type of public 
patronage which will not be prejudiced against an enterprise 
by the ballyhooing of the fellow who wants to pull down some- 
one so that he can climb up on the ruins. 

I believe in the well-tested chain of distribution of man- 
ufacturer, broker, wholesaler, retailer, but if any one chooses 
to skip a link in the chain, and proves by the test of public ap- 
proval and patronage and financial success that he has found a 
short cut to success and wealth without getting into jail, the 
thing to do is to study his methods and follow in his footsteps, 


if one has an ambition to press forward and advance with the 


trend of the times and the world’s progress.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET 


A New Wage Scale for Cannery Employes—Apricot Packing 
Getting Under Way—Growers, by Request, Lower Prices 
on Peaches—Pear Growers Organize—Prices Fixed on 
Tuna Fish to the Fishermen—But Little Busi- 
ness Being Done in the Canned Foods Market.

San Francisco, June 14, 1918. 

A New Wage Scale.—One of the features of the past week 
has been the adoption of a new wage scale for California can- 
nery and packing house employes, this having been brought 
about by Federal Food Commissioner Ralph P. Merritt, who 
acted in the matter at the request of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, workers and packers. Last year there was 
considerable trouble in regard to wages during the canning 
season and the output of some plants was curtailed as a result. 
The agreement recently decided upon went into effect last 
week, and is to be binding on both parties until May 1, 1919. 
During this period workers will not take part in any strike or 
in any way interfere with the production of foods without 
first submitting grievances to the Food Administration. The 
scale of wages agreed upen provides for a basic ten-hour day 
at thirty-five cents an hour, with time and one-fifth for all 
overtime, including Sundays and holidays. Canners have 
agreed not to order lockouts nor to discriminate in any way 
against union workers, while the organized employes, on the 
other hand, agree not to discriminate against fellow-workers 
because of non-union sympathies. The organized workers 
around San Francisco Bay, who took part in the strikes last 
summer, had representatives at the meeting and have agreed 
to the new scale. Canners throughout the State are expected 
to adopt this scale as the basis of pay and hours for the coming 
season. Wages for women workers and minors have been 
established by the Industrial Welfare Commission. Food Com- 
missioner Ralph P. Merritt attributes the successful conclusion 
of the wage scale negotiations to the patriotic co-operation of 
the workers and declares that the men are entitled to full 
credit for their part in the agreement. 

Apricots.—Apricots are now in the market in quantities 
and shipments are being made East in carload lots. Packing 
will be under way at interior canneries within a few days, but 
up to the present time but few sales of canning stocks have 
been made and market values have not been determined. Last 
season canners paid from $50 to $65 a ton for this fruit, witn 
$60 about the average figure. This year costs to growers are 
higher and prices are expected to show a corresponding ad- 
vance. As. the season advances the outlook for a big crop 
diminishes, much of the fruit promising to run to small sizes 
on account of the lack of moisture. This is said to be true 
particularly in the southern part of the State. where it has 
also been impossible to secure labor to thin the fruit propery. 
The output of dried fruit is expected to be large, but canners 
are not anticipating a record pack. 

Prices for Peach Crops.—The prices asked for canning 
peaches in some sections of the State have been lowered at 
the request of the Food Administration. The Tulare County 
Canning Peach Growers’ Association, which recently named a 
price of $50 a ton for freestones and $75 a ton for clingstones, 
has been requested to revise its prices and has decided to do 
so, changing these to $40 and $65 a ton, respectively. The 
crop controlled by members is expected to total about 8,000 
tons and it is expected that it will be divided among severa?

Pear Growers Organize.—Final steps have been taken in 
the organization of the pear growers of California and more 
than 6,000 acres have been pledged. This was brought about 
through the offices of the State Market Commission, and is 
expected to result in uniform prices for shipping and canning 
pears. No prices have been named, but these will be decided 
upon in the near future, as canners are anxious to place con- 
tracts for stock. The California Pear Growers’ Association is 
the latest in a long list of organizations of growers, which 
includes the growers of strawberries, apricots, peaches and 
tomatoes. In many instances canners purchase the entire 
holdings of an association, instead of dealing with individual 
growers, as formerly. 

The formation of a canning peach pooling department of 
the farm bureau was recently perfectdéd in Sutter county for 
the purpose of selling clingstones on the co-operative basis. 
Growers are demanding $60 a ton for choice fruit and it is 
reported that numerous offers for more than $50 a ton have 
been refused. 

Tuna.—Prices for tuna fish delivered to California can- 
neries have been set for the 1918 season by Capt. W. C. Cran- 
dall, of La Jolla, Federal Sea Food Commissioner for the 
Southern California district. The maximum price for albacore 
with the entrails removed, but with the head on, delivery at 
the cannery, will be $95 a ton. Bluefin tuna and yellowfin 
tuna will be $20 a ton less, while fish with the heads off, but 
not cleaned, will be $6.75 a ton less than the maximum price. 
This seale is about $15'a ton greater than ever before in the 
history of the tuna-packing industry. The maximum price to 
be paid by the jobber to the canner for the finished product 
will be named at an early date. 

The Market.—But little business is being done in canned 
food lines in the local market, either in spot goods or in fu- 
tures. The packing of asparagus is about at an end, but the 
output has been below expectations and Government require- 
ments have been heavier than was anticipated. It is under- 
stood that most of the pack of green asparagus has been 
taken for army and navy use, leaving but a limited quantity 
for the regular trade. Practically everything in the line of 
Hawaiian pineapple has been spoken for and most packers are 
out of the market. The packing of sardines is under way on 
Monterey Bay and there is a good demand for this fish, espe- 
cially in one-pound ovals. Spot salmon is off the market and 
cpening prices on new fish are not expected until August. 
Packers are confirming a small percentage of orders for fruits 
based on the business done last year and subject to opening 
prices. 

Walter T. Selenger, buyer for the California Packing Cor- 
poration at Mountain View, Cal., has resigned, to become man- 
ager of the Mayfield Cannery. 

F. G. McDougall, vice-president of Libby, McNeill & Libby, 
has returned to San Francisco from a visit to the Hawaiian 
Islands, and states that its output of pineapples this season 
will be increased by abcut 200,000 cases over that of last year, 
making a total of about 800,000 cases. 

The Golden Gate Packing Company is adding a new syrup 
and tomato packing rooms to its plant at San Jose, Cal. 

The Long Beach Tuna Packing Company, of Long Beach, 
Cal., has applied for dissolution.

Bulletin No. 58, N. CG. A. 
To the Canning Industry: 

The National Canners’ Association, through the proper 
authorities of the Government. has been requested to invite 
the attention of canners to the extraordinary obligations and 
responsibilities which rest upon those who are supplying 
canned foods to the Government. 

It should be borne in mind that the enemies of the Wnited 
States are conducting a systematic campaign of sabotage in 
plants doing Government work, particularly those manufactur- 
ing foodstuffs. Therefore, the ordinary precautions of peace 
times are altogether inadequate to provide all necessary pro- 
tection for their plants and for the materials in process of 
manufacture for the Government. 

During the coming weeks, Government officials represent- 
ing the army and navy will visit all canning plants. The ma- 
jority of inspectors will be men in uniform, but, whether in 
uniform or not, they will present proper credentials, and no 
one should be admitted for the purpose of inspection except 
those who are properly identified as Government officials. The 
latter will confer with the officials of the respective canneries 
before making exterior or interior inspection of the plants. 

These inspections will not be made for the purpose of 


passing upon the quality of products, but a rigid investigation 
will be made of the following: (a) sanitation, (b) character 
of employes. (c) the method of selecting employes, (d) pre- 
caution adopted for the prevention of sabotage, (e) steps 
taken for the protection of property. 


It is the duty of every canner to co-operate with these 
representatives of the Government in every possible way. 
During their inspections they will explain how the above re- 
sults can best be accomplished. 


Particular attention is called to the following: 

In the past, it has been the policy of the National Canners’ 
Association to urge that visitors be encouraged at canning 
plants. This policy cannot be continued during the war. No 
unauthorized person should be allowed to enter any plant. 

The selection of help is always a difficult matter, but can- 
ners should be exceedingly careful to inquire into the antece- 
dents of each person employed. To do so may prevent serious 
damage to property and products. Only the most trusted of 
employes—loyal Americans—should be admitted to depart- 
ments in which syrups, etc., are prepared. Too much emphasis 
cannot be laid on this point. 

Care should be taken in accepting and assigning help to 
see that none are employed where they could easily accomplish 
great damage with little fear of detection. ; 

Employers should be careful tu see that arguments among 
aliens are not permitted. Exciting anger may cause the 
ignorant person to resort to tricks for revengeful purposes. 

Fire prevention is most important. Each canner should 
see that the rules and regulations of his fire insurance com- 
pany are being carried out and that adequate fire-fighting 
apparatus is installed. All present fire equipment should be 
thoroughly gone over, special attention being paid to the dan- 
gers which have grown out of the present abnormal conditions. 
Fire drills should be organized among regular employes and 
among transient help so fur as possible. Cleanliness and the 
prevention of the accumulation of rubbish are most important 
rules to observe in this connection 


The Government inspectors will give expert advice to plant 
owners who are underestimating the existing dangers, and it 
is unnecessary to state they will have abundant authority to 
bring the realization of these dangers to any delinquents. They 
will also be of great help to those who may not be well versed 
in the means of preventing disasters in their plants.

NEW SARDINE PACKING PLANT IN CANADA. 


According to the St. John Board of Trade Journal, tne 
first sardine-packing plant to be established in the city is 
being erected at West St. John, above the navy yard, by an 
American company that has large fishery establishments at 
various other points on the Atlantic Coast. The new plant 
will be wood, 234 by 45 feet, and two stories in height. It 
will cost about $75,000, and will be provided at the outset 
with an equipment capable of packing 100 hogsheads of fish 
per day. This result, of course, cannot be obtained during 
the first season, as many of the workers. will be new' to the 
business and will require some practice before they will be- 
come proficient packers. The fish supply also will be a factor 
in the output and will likewise determine the brands or quari- 
ties to be packed. About 150 workers, chiefly women ana 
girls, will be employed in the new factory. As it is to be 
established on thoroughly sanitary lines, not only will it be 
comparatively odorless, but every care will be given to the 
health and comfort of the employes. In addition to the fac- 
tory building that is now being rushed into shape, a wharf 
160 feet long, with a face of 50 feet, is being added to the 
present wharf. The fish supply is expected to come chiefly 
from harbor weirs and from the weirs in the Bay of Fundy, 
east of Point Papreaux. The presence of a factory at St. 
John may lead to the erection of weirs farther up the bay.

Announcement Regarding Procurement of Necessary Supply 
of Sugar for the Preservation of the 1918 


Pack of Canned Foods. 


About two months ago the canning and preserving indus- 
try was urged to procure its requirements of sugar for the 
entire pack. 

The Food Administration aguin advises you to take imme- 
diate steps to secure at once.the full amount of sugar you will 
require for the 1918 pack. 

Failure to make provision at this time may result in 
your inability to procure the necessary quantity, and the Food 
Administration cannot accept responsibility at a later date for 
your failure to act now. 

Food Administration Announcement on Sauerkraut. 

On account of its supposediy German name, sauerkraut 
seems to be losing its popularity as an American dish.' The 
Food Administration has learned that throughout the country 
men and women in their patriotic zeal have been spreading a 
strong propaganda to discourage the use of a valuable food- 
stuff. 

As a matter of fact, the dish is said to be of Dutch, rather 
than of German origin. In any event, sauerkraut is a val- 
uable food and adds to the variety in which cabbage may be 
prepared. Its wider use would no doubt stimulate a greater 
use of cabbage and would further the Food Administration’s 
campaign for increased consumption of perishable foodstuffs 
and a greater saving of the staple foods needed abroad. 

No matter by what name it may be known, sauerkraut is 
a valuable food and its use should not be curtailed as a result 
of over-zealous and ill-advised patriotism.

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UNCONTRACTED -ACREAGE OF TOMATOES. 
Food Administration Announcement. 


Canners desiring permission to sell canned tomatoes for 
future delivery to an amount disproportionate under the re- 
strictions of Rule 2 to the acreage under contract may make 
application in writing to the Food Administration for special 
permission. Applications should state the reason therefor, the 
acreage, if any, under contract, the number of cases per year 
sold for future delivery during the past five years, the number 
of cases actually delivered on future contracts in the respective 
years, and the sales, if any, that may have been already made 
for delivery from the pack of 1918. 

These special permits will be granted only in the discre- 
tion of the Food Administration and in no case will the per- 
mitted sales, not based on acreage under contract, exceed two- 
thirds of the amount which might be sold under Rule 2, if the 
required acreage were contracted.

You also state: that “the packing of apples in the West 
has not proven successful,” and further state “that whether 
it is through inexperience of the packers or unsuitable char- 
acter of the fruit, it is hard to say. Apples are very diffi- 
cult to can.” 

We are taking the liberty of sending you two sample 
cans of our apples, which we will be pleased to have you 
inspect, since we felt that it might be of interest to you and 
your readers to know that Colorado can pack apples of as 
good a quality as any State in the Union. 

For your information, we are pleased to advise you that 
we usually get a premium of 50c a case for our apples in 
Chicago and other large markets, Working in direct competi- 
tion with New York and Michigan packers. 

After your inspection of these samples we will be pleased 
to hear from you regarding the quality of our pack, its 
solidity, etc. 

We have always presumed that if our customers were 
willing to pay us a premium fcr our apples that they must 
at least compare favorably with New York and Michigan 
packs. 

We beg to advise you that the samples we are sending 
you are out of regular stock and should be a fair average 
of our pack.

The Monticello Canning Co., of Monticello, Ia., feel rather 
proud of the fact that they recently loaded a car of their corn 
for the boys “Over There.” And they should be proud, and 
we hope “the boys” are proud of the corn. 

The Prairie Canning Company, of Daleville, Ind., has been 
incorporated, with Mr. Earl Carter as president. They are said 


to have quite a substantial acreage of tomatoes, corn and 
pumpkin under contract. 


Mr. Earl Ashby, secretary of the Bean Section of the N. 
C. A., and working at the same job for the Ladoga Canning 
Co., Ladoga, Ind., when home, has been busy making canned 
beans for the English Tommies, so we learn. The local dis- 


penser of all news says they are proud to have such a factory 
“in our midst.” 


Laurel, Miss., has decided to do its share towards in- 
cresing the supply of food for ourselves and our allies by in- 
corporating a cannery, which it is expected will use from $50,- 
000 to $75,000 worth of local crops this year. A site has 
been donated the factory, and they will be ready for opera- 
tion by September Ist.

ONE-COLOR LABEL QUESTION. 


Baltimore, Md., May 14, 1912. 
Editor The Canning Trade, City. 


Dear Sir—Mr. Kronau, in his article published in The 
Canning Trade of May 13th, puts a question to us which we 
are glad to answer. Mr. Kronau writes: 


“Would this same lithographer refuse an order from the 
Government for $50,000 worth of posters on account of his 
patriotism and desire to conserve labor, or is his patriotism 
confined only to canners’ labels?” 

We wish to answer that we were awarded and have exe- 
cuted contracts for seven-color posters for the United States 
Food Administration and Department of Agriculture, and 
heartily approve the advertising campaigns conducted by our 
Government for the purpose of selling Liberty Bonds, inducing 
people to save food, fuel, man power and material. 

It is evident that Mr. Kronau has failed to grasp the pur- 
pose of a one-color label and why we recommend it. 


We have emphasized time and again that we appreciate’ 


the advertising value of a highly colored and attractive label. 
on canned fcods, provided, however, that these goods are sold 
to merchants, displayed on shelves and counters and used in 
homes where the public will see it. A fancy colored label used 


for general trade will help to sell the goods, and we are 
making many millions of such colored lithographed labels. 


But the one-color label is not intended for general trade 
or for the public; it is to be used on Government contracts 
for canned foods required for the army and navy, and shipped 
to camps and cantonments where the labels are not observed 


by any one except the men in the commissaries and kitchen, 
all arguments to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Mr. Kronau is a label salesman and we fully understand 
why he objects to a one-color label—his sales will be smaller, 


because the canner can save from thirty-three and a third to 
fifty per cent. on such label orders. 


Our duty, however, is with our Government—and the can- 
ner—and we feel that we have performed a patriotic duty when 
we originated the one-color label idea, which saves man 
power, material, time and money and answers every purpose.

It is evident that many canners see our viewpoint, as we 
have already made and shipped many millions of one-color 
labels, which have been used for Government contracts. 

In closing, will state that we agree fully with Mr. Kronau 
that a canner should not destroy his identity as established 
by his package. 

If a canner needs four million labels and if the Govern- 
ment will take twenty-five per cent. of his pack, we recom- 
mend that the canner buy three million of his regular ana 
standard label, whether in four or more colors, and one million 
labels in one color for army and navy goods. 

If every canner in the United States will follow this plan, 
the saving in man-power, material and time will be of tremen- 
dous importance and will bring us that much nearer to vic- 
tory for liberty and justice for all oppressed people now in 
danger of Prussian militarism.

ARMY CANNOT ACCEPT GIFTS OF HOME 
CANNED PRESERVES. 


More Helpful If Put Up for Civilian Use, Explains 
Food Administrator. 


The Food Administration issues the following: 

Although the American housewife is urged to can or pre- 
serve every ounce of fruit or vegetables she can possibly lay 
her hands on, as a patriotic food conservation measure, her 
product must be reserved for civilian use. Home canned and 
preserved foods cannot be purchased or accepted as gifts for 
the army or navy, the Food Administration announces. 


Many Patriotic Offers. 


Patriotic persons all over the country have been offering 
to organize workers in their vicinity to supply our soldiers and 
sailors with food prepared at home. This splendid spirit is 
extremely praiseworthy, Food Administration officials say, and 
it can be turned into channels that will do exactly as much 
for our armed forces and the Allies as though it had provided 
them with millions of cans or jars of home-preserved food. 

No governmental department is permitted to accept any 
article without paying for it. However, even if home-pre- 
served foods could legally be bought, their purchase would be 
impossible, because of the difficulty acceptance of small lots 
would entail in the way of inspection. 


Supplies Must Be Uniform. 


Supplies of this kind must be purchased in reasonably 
large units and must be uniform both as to ingredients ana 
containers. With shipping space precious this uniformity is 
doubly important, in order that the greatest possible quantity 
may be packed in a given space and that the keeping quality 
of goods may insure their arrival in good condition.

However, every additional million jars or cans that are 
filled by housewives for home use will release an identical 
quantity of commercially canned foods for export. There will 


also be saved the labor, space on freight cars and cost. of, 


transportation, that would mount up if factory-preserved foods 
had to be sent broadcast throughout the country, instead of 
being shipped in large blocks to cantonments or abroad. 
Housewives will be able to use containers already in their pos- 
session, thus relieving the demand for cans at a time of 
shortage of tin. . 

; Not Furnishing Cans. 

Rumors have been afloat that the army is providing cans 
to canning clubs. This is denied by the Food Administration, 
which assists both army and navy in buying their commissary 
supplies. Patriotic citizens of Texas recently asked that they 
be allotted cans, to be filled for the army, and in Mississippi 


a similar patriotic campaign was proposed. By canning for 
home consumption these communities will help “the boys over 
there” just as much as though they were sending the food 
directly to the soldiers. 


NEW CARLOAD WEIGHTS. 


General Rules and Regulations Governing the Importation, 
Manufacture, Storage and Distribution of Food Com- 
modities and Feeds for Domestic Trade by 
Persons Subject to License. 


Rue 9 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Rule 9—All carload shipments of the following commodi- 
ties shall be made in carlots of not less than the amount pre- 
scribed below, unless a different minimum is authorized by 
special written permission of the United States Food Adminis- 
trator; provided, however, that when cars of lower carrying 


capacity are used the maximum load which the car will carry 


may be used without such permission: 


Pounds. 
Canned peas, meats, tomatoes, beans, corn, salmon... 60,000 
Evaporated milk and condensed milk............ 2a. 45,000 


(Exception—Milk in barrels may be loaded 
to floor space capacity, barrels on end.)

All Corn Planted and Most of It Up—About 75 Per Cent. 
Acreage—Labor Scarcity Being Felt—Most Canners Sold 
Up to the Limit—Sardine Packing Not Up to 
Full Runs—A Word on Each Article. 


Portland, Maine, June 13, 1918. 


Weather.—Is pleasant; a few needed light rains have 
fallen. Corn is all planted; much of it up large enough to cul- 
tivate. To make conditions perfect, a few hot days are needed. 
While we have had a tew 85-degree days, they have not been 
consecutive, usually one warm day foilowed by several cool 
ones. 


Sweet Corn Acreage.—In some locations is very good, 
others not over 50 per cent.; on the whole, possibly a 75 per 
cent. plant, and just now, in what is called hoeing time, plant- 
ers are beginning to more fully appreciate the shortage of 
labor. Two thousand five hundred more drafted men leave 
Maine the last week in June. It is epected that.another larger 


call will be made before September (the packing month). One 
packer writes in today “I am freely offering $3.50 and $4.00 
per day, with no iost time from start to finish, for such help as 
formerly got from $1.75 to $2.50, and I cannot get them to 
promise to come.” Another packer is trying to fill all but a 
tew positions with women, but doubts his ability to do so. 


Maine Corn.—Is one thing that has met with a good sale. 
It is thought that every packer who has made a price is sold 
out. Some have not offered corn yet. Nothing under $2.00 
f.o.b. has been heard of—some sales reported at $2.05. 


Sardines.—The pack yet is not up to normal. Eastport dis- 
trict packers have had a few good days’ run, as against very 
many of nothing to do at all. Portland section has not had 
what could be called one full day’s work. The price is said 
not to be fairly settled yet to real bedrock. Some quotations 
are: Quarter oils, keyless, $6.50; quarter oils (5%-ounce 
cans), $8.00; three-quarter mustards, $8.00; quarter mustards 


(5%-ounce size), $8.25; a very fancy olive oil, quarters, 
$14.25. These prices are less freight to points east of Chi- 
cago. Buying does not appear very active and probably will 
not be until buyers become better acquainted with present 
prices. Olive oil is so high that it is expected the sale of olive 
oil sardines will be limited. Many fishing schooners now en- 
gaged trying to catch sardines are fitting out to go sword 
fishing. 

Clams.—The pack will close by law on June 15th, with a 
very small up-put and a bare market. 


Lobsters.—The pack was delayed at start by ice not clear- 
ing out as early as usual and since then by cold weather and 
lack of fishermen. 


Blueberries.—Reports today that the bushes appear to be 
blossoming well, but no one ready to predict size of pack 
owing to labor shortage. No prices named. No spot stock 
on hand. Packers now have tentative orders on hand for 
their entire expectations. 


Apples.—A few scattering lots could be found. Price 
asked for choice stock, $4.50. Market is inactive. Quite a 
block has been held for the Government, per order, but no 
directions for shipping yet. Continued reports from most 
reliable authorities are that a million or more trees of bearing 
age were destroyed by the cold weather of last winter. 

In General._Wrangler of Chicago tersely and truly told 
the situation of the canned foods market in Chicago, which 
applies here, between packers and jobbers, “‘One is afraid ana 
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the other das’sent.”’ I think his statement as to slow sale of 
pie fruit, owing to restriction on wheat flour (or pie crust) 
may be taken as a prediction for the future. 

With German U-boats on our coast, from Maine to Flor- 
ida, causing shipbuilding to be pushed to its limit, shipyards 
paying most unheard-of wages for any one who knows what a 
saw, axe or hammer is, or a monkey wrench from pipe tongs, 
it surely seems that the farmers and packers would be tne 
hardest pressed to secure labor of any other industries. This 
certainly applies to Maine and no doubt all along the coast 
and lakes. © 

Notes of the Northeast.—An interesting birthday celebra- 
tion was that held at the home of Theodore H. Johnson, of 
West street, Portland, Thursday afternoon and evening, when 
Mr. Johnson celebrated his seventy-sixth birthday. The Saco 
Valley Canning Company, whose goods are handled by Mr. 
Johnson, sent him a choice birthday cake, with the following 
inscription: “Happy greetings to Theodore H. Johnson, on 
his seventy-sixth birthday, from the Saco Valley Canning Com- 
pany.” Mr. Johnson was not only much surprised but pleased 
by the remembrance from the company. Mr. Johnson was 
born in Pawtucket, R. I., and went to Portland in 1866, when, 
after traveling several years, he established himself in busi- 
ness here, and his clean business methods and fine principles 
have won for him the respect and friendship of all who know 
him. Having the general appearance of a man of 50—erect, 
smiling, neatly dressed and a Chesterfield in perfect manners. 
Long may he visit his friends ‘‘on the Street’ as the best- 
known canned goods broker in Maine. 

Letters received from William H. MacNichol, who recently 
moved from Eastport:to California, convey the information 
that he is having a large sardine factory erected on the Pacific 
Coast, where he is engaged in the fish packing business on an 
extensive scale. 

Death of Horace Webb.—Word has been received here of 
the death on June ist, in Waverly, Mass., of Horace Fremont 
Webb, of this city. Mr. Webb lived on Deering street, and 
was president of the H. F. Webb Company, canners, of Port- 
land, with offices in the First National Bank Building. He is 
survived by his widow and five children—Evelyn, Edith, Cath- 
erine, Elizabeth and Horace F. Webb, Jr. Mr. Webb was 
born in Windham 64 years ago, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Josiah 
B. Webb. His father was for many years teacher at the old 
Gorham Academy. The deceased was a member of the Gor- 
ham Lodge of Free Masons and one of the oldest members of 
Portland’s best club, the Cumberland. Mr. Webb started in 
business at a young age, unaided, and had made a success of 
his business. He was the first secretary of the Maine Can- 
ners’ Association, only resigning when his health failed. No 
Maine corn had a better reputation than ““‘Webb’s Cream Corn.” 
It seems sad, that at the age of 64, when his business had 
reached a point where he could take more leisure to enjoy the 
society of his family, that he should be ‘called away.”

Stamps. The securities issued by the Treasury Department 
are sO many of them within the reach of every one that the 
door of opportunity in this matter is wide open to all of us. 
To practice thrift in peace times is a virtue and brings great 
benefit to the individual at all times; with the desperate need 
of the civilized world today for materials and labor with which 
to end the war, the practice of individual thrift is a ptriotic 
duty and a necessity. 


I appeal to all who now own either Liberty Bonds or War 
Savings Stamps to continue to practice economy and thrift anda 
to appeal to all who do not own Government securities to do 
likewise and purchase them to the extent of their means. The 
man who buys Government securities transfers the’ purchasing 
power of his money to the United States Government until after 
the war, and to that same degree does not buy in competition 
with the Government.

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FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS 
By Traffic Burean 
THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 
G. Stewart Henderson, Chief Clerk 


Inquiries made by the Traffic Bureau in Washington re- 
cently met with assurances that while the proposed 25 per 
cent increase in freight rates would, to a slight extent, de- 
range in some instances the present relationships in freight 
rates temporarily, that these relationships and differentials 
would be promptly restored. That the temporary derange- 
ment would be brought about by the method of tariff opera- 
tion necessary by reason of the limited time between now and 
the effective date of the increase, June 25th, but that the 
prompt reconstruction, prinffing and filing of the numerous 
tariffs would restore the present basis of relationships at the 
earliest possible date. It has since been found that the tariff 
department of one of the large railroads expects to be in posi- 
tion to reconstruct and file the larger percentage of their tar- 
iffs before the effective date, and thus eliminate any temporary 
deviation from the present basis. 


Announcement has been made that inna and receivers 
in Eastern territory will be accorded additional Lake shipping 
facilities by means of the Crosby Transportation Company, 
cperating a break bulk service between Milwaukee, Wis., and 
Muskegon, Mich. This line heretofore has been handling local 
traffic to and from the Middle West territory, but arrange- 
ments are being made whereby traffic to and from the Eastern 
territory may be handled via this route to and from Milwaukee 
and points beyond in the Northwest. 


A report has recently been issued by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in what was known as the “Canned Prune

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Case,”’ wherein the carriers proposed to exclude dried, evap- 
orated or fresh fruits or raisins, and dried, evaporated or 
pickled vegetables in glass, earthenware or metal cans from 
the description of articles taking canned foods rates applying 
from California terminals and points taking same rates to 
eastern destinations. 


The Commission has held that where a higher commodity 
rate is published on such articles in wouden containers, as in 
this case, the carriers are justified in the application of the 
higher rate. The specific question raised in this case was 
whether dried prunes in tin cans were not entitled to the 


canned foods rate. 


The proposed radical advance in freight rates as set 
forth in Director General McAdoo’s General Order No. 28 has 
been modified to permit the continuance of intrastate rates 
which conflict with interstate rates, and further that the pre- 
scribed minimum charge of $15.00 per car shall not be ap- 
plicable to movements within defined switching districts nor 
to the movement of certain specified heavy commodities. ‘The 
modification also provides certain exceptions in the applica- 
tion of the increase on so-called combination rates. 

Further assurances have been given that differentials

A RECORD CANADIAN TOMATO PACK IN PROSPECT. 


Reports from Prince Edward county, Ontario, indicate a 
very satisfactory state of affairs, says the Canadian Grocer. 
It is roughly estimated that there are 3,000 acres of tomatoes 
under cultivation on the island. That is a bumper production 
for that section and gives promise of some remarkable packing 
results, if no untoward circumstances intervene to injure the 
prospects. At a rough computation an acre of tomatoes, at 
conservative figures, should yield 300 cases of packed toma 
toes, or a total of 900,000 cases from the county alone. Last 
year the total pack of the county was 1,250,000 cases, and 
that represented a very heavy pack of other lines as well as 
tomatoes, this section being about the only one that came 
through last season with a creditable showing for produc-

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tion. This year’s tomato production bids fair to come very 
close to last year’s total pack, while there is every indication 
that other commodities grown in the district, corn and peas 


and apples, will be almost equally satisfactory. It looks like 
a record year for Ontario’s record canning section. 


The only thing that can intervene is bad weather and 
scarcity of labor. The former is of course problematical, 
though Prince Edward county has been fortunate in this 
regard when other sections of the country were badly affected 
by weather conditions. The labor problem, however, is going 
to be one of the serious factors. If labor is available to look 
after the crop there is every indication of an unprecedented 
pack. Not only is this the case in this county. Western On- 
tario reports a very satisfactory prospect in regard to peas. 


The Niagara district and the Essex peninsula will also show 
a big yield, it is expected. 


Every Effort Turned Toward Production. 

There is one thing sure, and that is that every factory 
where iabor can be procured for operation will be working 
this year. That will bring into operation a good number of 
canneries that have been lying dormant for some little time. 
Every effort, in fact, will be made to assure a record produc- 
tion. Moreover, with the rumored embargo ‘against early 
fresh fruits and vegetables, there will be a greater incentive 
than ever for a heavy pack. Such action would unquestion- 
ably foster a much greater demand for present stocks of 
canned foods, and would ensure a clean-up of these goods 
before the new pack was available. With 25 per cent. of the 


United States pack under option to the army and navy depart- 
ments of the United States, Canadian canners have little to 
fear from American competition and there is a possibility that 
they may be able to find a market for Canadian canned foods 
on the other side of the line. 


Altogether the canning prospects at the moment are any- 
thing but dark.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


One of the most important, one of the most momentous, 
announcements ever made to the canning industry is that 
issued by the Government, through the National Canners’ As- 
sociation Bulletin No. 53, and entitled “Protection of Canneries 
and Products.” You will realize this better after the visit of 
the inspectors to your plant and as the packing season grows 
older. 

This is a straight Government order, of military impor- 
tance, and, therefore, as much a military command as any 
issued to the army or navy, or by a commander to the men 
under him. The Government wishes, however, to issue these 
orders through the National Canners’ Association, using their 
accustomed form of annuncement—the bulletins. So that 
while it seems to come from the N. C. A., it, in fact, comes 
direct from headquarters. And our readers will do well to 
bear this in mind on all matters of instruction. 

During the coming week the inspectors referred to in this 
order will commence visiting the canning plants. They cannot 
reach all plants at once; it will take some time to do the work; 
but in the meantime every canner can read these instructions 
carefully—read between the lines; study out what protective 
measures mean, and take such steps as it may be deemed wise 
to put the plants, and the food handled, under absolute pro- 
tection against enemy attack.The fact that the enemy works in 
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secret and where least expected—often through men or em- 
ployes who seem to be entirely trustworthy—will make this 
task more difficult for the canners, but the more interesting 
and the more urgent. 

We have hinted that radical changes are in store for the 
industry, and we may not be assuming too much to say this 
marks the beginning. If, as we all admit, food will win the 
war, it is correspondingly true that lack of food, or the tam- 
pering with food, may lose the war. Food, therefore, is a 
prime requisite in the winning of the war, and canned foods 
play one of the most prominent parts. They cannot be 
guarded too carefully, and that is the task the Government 
now brings right up to every canner, as a military necessity. 
Call the movement what you please, the object that is sought 
must be plain to every canner, and the urgency just as ap- 
parent. This is not a thing to be passed lightly by, or to be 
put aside under the excuse that you have other matters requir- 
ing your attention. There is nothing in your business, nor in 
your personal interests, as important as this, from now until 
the last can of food has been safely sealed and put away. The 
degree with which you comply may well gauge the depth of 
your patriotism. 


In the matter of labor, have you noticed that the Govern- 
ment intends taking charge of the labor situation beginning 
July 15th? Efforts of every kind have been made by the 
various Government agencies to secure a sufficient supply of 
labor for the farms, the canners and cther food or war indus- 
tries, and with passibly good results. But, commencing July 
15th, employers of labor will have to go to the Government 
labor bureaus for any and all labor needed; and, corelatively, 
the laborer will be able to secure employment only through 
these Government agencies. This is very much the same plan 
as now used in England. The labor unions are very much 
stronger in England than they are in the United States; but 
the Government went to them, and made arrangements that 
union hours were to be suspended during the war, upon the 
promise to restore conditions after the war. Then a law was 
passed prohibiting any employer from taking an employe from 
another without a Government permit. Thus an employe who 
desired to change his position was compelled to get the per- 
mission and consent of his employer, and upon presentation of 
the case to the Government bureau a permit would be issued, 
if it were deemed wise to do so. This prevents the entictng 
of employes from one plant to another, under offers of bonuses 
or higher wages, and as both labor and industry are practically 
under martial law, insures a full day’s work on the part of 
the laborer and proper effort on the part of all industry. A 
strict supervision over the non-essential lines is made easy and 
the best efforts of both capital and labor are thus directed to 
the winning of the war. All will agree that this is the wise 
way to handle this troublesome question, and all will welcome 
the day.it is put into force in this country. We now have 
laws against idleness, but we have no law against the man 
who works one day and lays off the next, or against the man 
who works to but half his capacity, though drawing a full 
day’s pay. And that is the crying complaint of all industries 
in all lines of trade today—that production is far below capac- 
ity, because labor is careless and indifferent. It is too easy, 
in other words, to secure a new job. The Government’s action 
in taking hold of this situation may put an end to this condi- 
tion. It will be better for labor and better for employers, and 
will tend to bring about an earlier ending of the war, as ft 
must end, in the complete and decisive dayeat of the enemy of 
all civilization. 


It is about time the manufacturer or employer had some 
consideration shown him, for unless this is done, and at an 
early date, there will be a decided falling off in business opera- 
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tions. Turn to the Far West and notice that the fruit growers 
of every kind, the peach growers, the pear growers, the straw- 
berry growers, etc., have combined in their various oganiza- 
tions and named a price upon their products. And in the East 
the tomato growers, while not making as much fuss over the 
matter as usual, because most of them want to play the market 
alone this season, are, nevertheless, working in harmony to 
keep prices high. Labor is well organized in most instances, 
and thus, with raw materials and labor in combinations, the 
manufacturer finds himself the one single interest not allowed 
by law to combine for his own protection. This cannot endure, 
/ for the manufacturer will refuse to continually face the united 
demands of his two important essentials and will shut down 
his factory and go out of business. The trials and tribulations 
under which business is now generally conducted make the 
game hardly worth the candle, and it will not be surprising to 
see men, who have some little money put aside, retiring from 
business. Many men are today staying in business from purely 
patriotic motives, that the supply of war requisites may not be 
reduced. With this inducement removed many will not 
continue. 


ITALY FIXES EDIBLE OLIVE OIL PRICES. 


A recent copy of the Gazette Ufficiale contains a new order 
of the Italian Commissary General for the supply and con- 
sumption of food in regard to olive oil, which reads, in part, 
as follows: 

“The maximum price of $50 lire per quintal (the lira is 
worth 19.3 cents United States currency at normal exchange; 
the metric quintal is equivalent to 220.46 pounds avoirdu- 
pois), established by the decree of October 20, 1917, remain- 
ing unchanged, the classification of edible olive oil as regards 
the established price is limited to two qualities. The maxi- 
mum wholesale base price for edible olive oil remains fixed 
at 250 lire per quintal for oil of the first quality extra, and at 
330 lire per quintal for oil of the second quality; such prices 
are understood to be for goods free station of departure, con- 
tainers extra, to be returned or to be charged to the purchaser. 
For common or illuminating oils destined for refinement, the 
prices shall be made proportionately less than 310 lire per 
quintal, according to the grade of acidity of the said oils.”

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even when strapped. The goods arrive on the other side in a 
deplorable condition, averaging over 15 per cent. total waste. 
He said it was a fact that American canned foods are fre- 
quently taken from these broken cases, repacked in Canadian 
cases or French cases to go to their destination. The Govern- 
ment will not countenance more of this, and insists upon a 
box made of good wood, with not less than three-quarter ends 
and three-eighth sides, with practically double the number of 
nails now used, and then strapped in an approved fashion. 
He said it is a fact that all American packings, not only ot 
canned foods but of all other articles, is the worst in the world. 
American manufacturers have not learned how to pack goods 
for export, and they must do so. He said the Government is 
now hard at work upon a standardized box,. and it is hoped 
the specifications will be issued in a few days. He threw a 
small-sized bombshell into the meeting by saying that the 
Government is now considering the wse of square cans, to 
conserve space and tin and boxes. 


Mr. Henderson, of the Traffic Bureau, advised the Ex- 


change that it would do well to state the amount of tonnage~ 


required to move goods to Texas and Gulf ports, so that the 
Traffic Committee might include this in their calculations and 
make provision for it. 


Several other matters were discussed at length and the 
meeting adjourned. 


Michigan Canners Meet.—The annual meting of the Mich- 
igan Canners’ Association was held at the Hotel Planton, 
Grand Rapids, on June 6th, with about twenty canners pres- 
ent. They were addressed by the State Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner and by Mr. G. W. Rouse, of the State Food Adminis- 
tration, both of whom urged the canners to do their ntmost 
to increase the amounts of food preserved, and they were like- 
wise urged to place their full requirements of sugar for the 
year, so that they would not be caught short. Much consid- 
eration was given to matters that have been agitating tne 
industry for months. Although some of the leading packers 
of the State were absent, the meeting was voted a most in- 
structive one. The election of officers resulted as follows: 
President, Mr. W. A. Godfrey, Benton Harbor; vice-president, 
Mr. E. B. Gill, Central Lake, and secretary, Mr. M. Vanderven, 
Holland.

this brings ability and experience to the work, to help out 
the really big men who are already on this job. 


The Omaha Brokers on the Job.—The Omaha Wholesale 
Brokers’ Association, of which Mr. A. M. Jeffrey is president 
and Mr. George F. Engler secretary, has taken up the cry of 
“Eat more potatoes!” and in a way that insures results, ana 
is not confined to mere advice. They have gone into the local 
papers with big display advertisements, urging the people to 
eat more potatoes and save wheat, and they are paying for 
this campaign out of their own pockkets. This is valuable and 
praiseworthy assistance at a time and in a cause that means 
real assistance in winning the war. In addition to this, they 
have had made 330 moving picture slides, one for every moving 
picture theatre in Nebraska, reading: “Eat More Potatoes, 
Now! We Must Save Wheat for the Soldiers! Plant Pota- 
toes! Eat More Potatoes, Now!” 


Meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange.—The regular 
monthly meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange was held at 
the Emerson Hotel on Tuesday evenjng, June 11, with the 
usual good attendance present. To hasten business, after the 
lunch was disposed of, the minutes of the previous meeting 
were dispensed with. The secretary announced that the tx- 
change’s contribution to the Red Cross amounted to $4,105. 
It should be understood that these represent additional sub- 
scriptions, as practically all members or firms had previously 
made generous contributions, but added these additional ones 
as coming through the Exchange, to put it on record. 


The committee appointed at the last meeting to visit 
Washington in the matter of wire-bound boxes for army and 
navy uses reported that the industry was not bound down to 
any special form of patented box, but was at liberty to use 
any good box, properly strapped. Mr. Clapp, of the Baltimore 
Box and Shook Company, reporting for this committee, said 
he had just returned from a series of long conferences in 
Washington on this question, at which were present many 
men who had just returned from abroad, and he had to admit, 
as it was clearly proven, that the present form of canned food 
boxes in use are a dismal and complete failure. And this

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CROP REPORTS 


UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 
BUREAU OF CROP ESTIMATES. 


Washington, D. C., June 12, 1918. 


New York.—The following information is taken from the 
report of the Assistant Truck Crop Specialist for the Atlantic 
Coast States, who has recently visited this State: In Orange 
county, New York, there is a decreased planting of onions due 
to labor scarcity and unsatisfactory prices for the preceding 
crop. Rains have caused a heavy growth of weeds and have 
hindered cultivation. In the more northern sections of New 
York State the rains have been much lighter than in the 
southern section, the amount being about what has been 
needed for onions and other truck crops. Labor is very scarce 
and high priced, and the work of weeding and cultivating is 
progressing more slowly than usual for this reason. 


Virginia, Norfolk Section.—The condition of truck for this 
week and for the week ending June 1, respectively, is reported 
as follows: Snap beans, 55 and 55 per cent.; beets, 100 and 
100 per cent.; cabbage, 100 and 105 per cent.; carrots, 90 
and 85 per cent.; cucumbers, 50 and 50 per cent.; lettuce, 
80 and 80 per cent.; onions, 100 and 100 per cent.; early 
Irish potatoes, 75 and 80 per cent.; tomatoes, 75 per cent.; 
turnips, 100 and 100 per cent. Snap beans, which were 
checked by cold weather, have never fully recovered, and the 
quality as well as quantity has been reduced to about 55 per 
cent. of normal. About three-quarters of the cabbage crop 
has been marketed. The quality is good, but the heads are 
rather small. Cucumbers are in the same condition as snap 
beans, as they were also checked by cold weather. 


Ohio, Marietta District.—The following information is 
taken from the report of the Assistant Truck Crop Specialist 
for the Central Atlantic States, who has recently inspected 
this district: On account of expected shortage of labor and 
the possibility of some difficulty in shipping, the smaller crops 
have been practically eliminated in this district this year. 
On the other hand, there is a decided increase of tomatoes, 
due first to larger operations by the canning companies, and 
also tomatoes were a fairly profitable crop last year and being 
adapted to this vicinity, the acreage is not reduced witnout 
good reasons. The tomatoes are all staked and many of them 
have half-grown fruit, though the first shipments will not be 
ready in much less than a month, if that soon. Cabbage will 
not be ready to cut in less than two weeks, and the acreage 
has been slightly reduced. The condition of the crop is about 
90 per cent. of normal. The acreage this season at Beverly, 
Lowell, Marietta, Waterford, Rainbow, Belpree, in Washington 
county, is estimated to be 875 acres. The cucumber erop is 
reported as 85 per cent. of normal, and the acreage this season 
at Beverly, Lowell, Marietta and Waterford, in Washington 
county, is estimated to be 35 acres. 


Kentucky and Indiana, Louisville District.—The straw- 
berry crop is at the height of the movement and the quality 
has been fair enough, although the extremely hot sun has 
caused some soft berries. The crop is comparatively short 
this season, the average yield being estimated about 70 crates 
per acre. A considerable portion of the tomato crop in this 
district is used by canning and catsup companies, although 
about half of it is used locally or shipped to other markets. 
At the present time the fields are in fair condition, although a 
trifle backward. It is believed that the acreage which will 
be harvested is now all planted and the condition is estimated 
to be about 85 per cent. of normal, indicating a crop of about 
seven tons per acre. On the early plants, which are prac- 
tically all staked, there is a good set of fruit, and in some 
fields half-grown fruit can be found. The acreage this sea- 
son at Louisville, in Jefferson county, Kentucky, is estimated 
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to be 500 acres; at Borden, Jeffersonville, Pekin, St. Joseph, 
in Clark county, Indiana, 735 acres; at Duncan and New Al- 
bany, in Floyd county, Indiana, 745 acres. 

Cambria, Va., June 8, 1918, by Allegheny Packing Com- 
pany.—Season for growing tomatoes in this section was never 
better. Practically all of the canners have planted their acre- 
age. We have 655 acres under contract and there are about 
350 acres tributary to this point covered by other packers. 
One hundred thousand cases should be shipped from Chris- 
tiansburg this season, unless adverse weather comes right 
away and stays right through the season. 


Sharps, Va., June 10, 1918, by F. C. Mullin.—No rain of 
any consequence has fallen here for five weeks. Today hun- 
dreds of thousands of tomato plants are too large to set out 
on account of farmers waiting for a season to set them. 
Acreage slightly increased, but unless rain comes this week 
crop wil be shortest in this section for ten years. 


Sudlersville, Md., June 12, 1918, by Baker & Walls.— 
Very few peas grown in this community; no sweet corn 
grown for canning. Tomatoes are grown to quite an extent 
and are looking well so far this season. Normal acreage or 
above. 


Preston, Md., June 11, 1918, by Choptank Canning Com- 
pany.—Tomatoes are looking fine. Acreage large and about 
90 per cent. out. Needing rain, but not suffering. Unless 
something intervenes a great crop is in view. Wheat greatly 
improved; corn looking well; -pea crop short. 


Deerfield, N. J., June 12, 1918, by Hannan Bros.—<Acre- 
age in tomatoes in this vicinity is large and plants are start- 
ing off nicely. 


Phalanx, N. J., June 11, 1918, by CO. S. Bucklin.—Our 
tomato plants have just been set out. Weather has been 
avorable for transplanting and there is reason to expect a 
good crop. But many things may happen to change the 
prospect. 


White Plains, Ky., June 6, 1918, by Carty Canning Com- 
pany.—Beg to report condition in our section on tomatoes: 
Settings-out late; crop will cut down some; about 75 per 
cent. of last year at present. Season is favorable for setting 
plants and hope to get out a fair acreage. 


Grinnell, Ia., June 6, 1918, by Grinnell Canning Com- 
pany.—We have not been able to complete our planting yet. 
Have had heavy rains every day for two weeks past and no 
prospects of a let-up. At the best the stand of sweet corn 


in Iowa will be spotted, and much corn has still to be re- 
planted. 


Cedar Rapids, Ia., June 15, 1918, by Cedar Rapids Can- 
ning Company.—Acreage here about 10 per cent. increase over 
last year. About 50 per cent. of corn acreage planted; farm- 
ers report good stand; lots of wet weather, but warm. We 
look for a good crop. Cherries about 50 per cent. of a crop. 
Tomatoes looking well, with prospects good. 


Blair, Neb., June 10, 1918, by Blair Canning Company.— 
Sweet corn not all planted yet. Acreage normal. Stand good 


on acreage planted. Good growing weather gives prospects 
for a good crop.
